Ai more appalling and 
barbarous than the mas- 
gacre at Lidice, Czecho- 


slovakia, just 16 yenrg ago |: 


this month, : 

It happened as a result of 
the assassination of Rein- 
hard Heydrich, the hated 
Deputy - Protector of 
Bohemia and Moravia. 
Driving to his office at 
Hradcany Castle, on May 
27, 1942, he was ambushed 
and mortally wounded, This 
blow for freedom, which 
followed an eight-month 
reign of terror, was ‘atruck 
by two daring patriots ‘in 
the Prague suburb of 
Liven, 


Himmier, the Gestapo chief, 
was white with fury at the lor 
of his Q%-year-oid principal 
Ueutenant. He ordered an im- 
mediate hunt for the killer and 
launched a viclous campaign of 
vengeance, Dozens of Czechs 
qwere exceuled without trial, in 
and around the capital. 

No one knew fer certain 
where the gunmen had come 
from. But when two querilins 
were amtsted in the forest of 
Krivoklut, suspicion {ell on 
nearby Lidlew-on idyltie Mttle 
village clese 10 the =o mining 
centre of Kladno, 30 miles from 
Prague, 

Dotted about {he narrow main 
road sloping gently to Lidice’s 
sbroad square were the trim 
cottages of mining and aygricul- 
tunel worker, On efther side 
of ihe xqimie stood farmsteads 
belonging (o wealthier villagers. 
Aéress a stream flowing [rom 
east to west utood the pictures- 
que Church of St Margaret, the 
pride of 78-year-old Father 
Sternberl. Behind St Margarct’s 
wus the villige school, 

Widicels families were large, 
There was an average of six 

ple to cach of 443 hundacd 
omes, Labcuring fell, Hise the 
Seidls, intermarnied with the 
wealthler fermens such as the 
Rakoscs, 

With the German occupation, 
however, much of the villagera’ 
laughter was sulled. No longer 
could the men hold debates in 
tromt of the tobacconist's shop. 
In public places they  cuuld 
speak to cach other only with 
their eyes. 2 

But Lidice showed defiance in 

lve ways. When a German 
and pa'sed through the village, | 
every cottage and farmhouse 
‘was barned and shuttered; not a 
Czech could be seen, 

How great wey the strain on 
the people of Lidice when dhe 
avengers of Reinhard Heydrich 
drew nen’, will never be known, 
They had heand of mass reprisals 
in Prague and: they fell into an 
ureasy sleep on the fateful 
night of Wednesday June 9, 
1942, 

Suddenly, they were ewaken- 
ed by the roar of German 
motcriied units in the streets 
and the cintter of jaccbools on 
thelr garden paths, Merellessly,

Under pressure of the most virulent press campaign since the end 
. of the war, the Italian Government. is on the verge of placing sports under 


- jts direct jurisdiction. 


Newspapers and magazines of.all affiliations are urging the measure 
and the public outcry to end the humiliation Italy suffers in many sports 
where she used to dominate is finding more receptive ears in the country’s 


Parliament. 


The leaders of the three most poputar sports—soccer, cycling and cat racing 
—are under fire. The spark that recently touched the situation into flame was the 
3-0 defeat of an Italian natlonal soccer team by Portugal at Lisbon, on May 26, in a 
World Cup preliminary round match, ; 


The Lisbon defeat «followed 
the even more degrading 
thrashing by Yugoslavia in 
Zagreb two weeks cariier and a 
1-0 home defeat at the hands of 
the low-ranking Egyptians,
